Iv would appear to us that the bust- 
ness portion of our community has 
it’ legitimate grievance against the 
- Government for the frequent claims. 
which are made on the valuable time 
of men engaged in trade to serve on 
the juries. in the’ various Courts of 
the ‘colony. We should ‘imagine 
that the day is not far distant when. 
the desirability of making some very 
extensive alterations and improve- 
mets in our.existing jury systém 
. will be forced on the attention of the 
Legislature. The European resi- 
dents in Hongkong are very heavily 
taxed, and -as_ time. with business 
‘men means mouey, the many claims 
of our Courts on the services of 
foreigners engaged in commerce, 
means a substantial loss at the end of 
the. year, which is not always easily 
borne. ‘This unfair, unsatisfactory,’ 
and anomalous state of things should 
‘not be allowed to exist. The popula- 
tion of Hongkong is considerably over 
150,000, of which the foreign resi- 
dents form an, insignificant propor- 
tion, And yet almost the whole of 
the trying responsibilities attaching 
to the office of juror must be borne 
by foreigners alone. 
_ [tis but-right that citizens in re- 
turn for the protection afforded by a 
well organised government, should 
‘yield when oceasion requires it, such 
’ ‘services as may be deemed necessary 
for the satisfactory carrying out of 
- constituted authority. It may be 
truly enough said that in the shape 
of heavy taxation we pay amply for 
the protéction afforded us by the 
Jaws under which we live; still, jury. 
- gervice is properly regarded as a duty. 
wwe owe. to ourselves, to society and 
..the government, and is generally 
performed willingly, ifnot with much 
enthusiasm. -The question we desire 
. to discuss hereis whether—consider- 
ing the heavy tax jury service is on 
the time of the limited foreign 
constituency—the educated Ohinese 
classes of our commdni 
be entrusted with thoir share-of these 
' civil duties. From our oiwn personal 


experience of the Chinese, we are character of the times.

quite certain that 2 large ‘number of:| 


merchants and ‘the better classes 
generally, who understand the Eng- 
‘lish language, and are practically 
acquainted with English customs, 
are perfectly qualified to sit in the 
jury-box. Even acknowledging this, 
we are not prepared to advocate any 
wholesale or indiscriminate introduc- 
tion of Chinese jurymen into our 
Courts of Law. A ‘selection of ap- 
proved men, qualified in every respect 
for the serious responsibilities im- ° 
posed on ali men who sit in judgment 
on their fellows, might, however, be 


-| made,, which would add considerably | 


to the strength of the common jury 
list. To this extent in the Law 
Courts we think ‘the Government 
might safely go, and we feel assured 
that it would turn out a politic 
measure—in addition to the boon it’ 
would prove to foreigners—by giving 
our Chinese fellow residents a greater 
interest in our internal affairs than 
‘we can expect them ever to possess, 
debarred as they are at present from 
the highly prized ifsomewhat oncrous 
.privileges and responsibilities of ac- 
tual citizenship. 

There is another sphere outside 
he Law Conrts where much less 
discrimination is needed; where 
the responsibilities are consider-’ 
ably less; and where ‘Chinese jurors 
for all practical purposes would 
prove just’ ds .uscful ‘as foreigners. - 
We refer ‘to. the ordinary inqui- 
ries held by the Coroner, There 


why the services of Chinese for 
Coroner’s juries might not be large- 
ly availed of, without proving in 


and purposes for which these in- 
quiries are held.. The ordinary Co- 
roner’s Inquest is a very simpie af.

A correspondent writes to the Tanes

As bearing on Russian intentions. in 
this quarter, it may, ‘perhaps, bo in- 
teresting to, state that in the same 
year—1359—an oxcellont harbour in 
the island of Tsu-Sima, in the contra of 
‘the Corean Strait, and ‘till ‘then -uo- 
known to. Europeans, had been dis- 
‘covered and surveyed by ono of Her 
Majesty's ships, and in’ the following 
years, 1860, the Admiralty chart was 
published. Mark the. sequel. In. the 
wintor of 1860-61 two Russian cor- 
vettes arrived at Shanyhai, ostonsibly 
to fill. up with provisions apd stores;
